ST. THOMAS, Virgin Islands, 
Sept. 1—At least 80 persons were 
killed and many injured and a 
number of houses were destroyed 
end other material damage done 
by the hurricane which swept the 
islands in this vicinity the night 


of August 28, and raged the fol-| 


lowing day, according to reports 
received here. 

The reports say that on the Island 
of Montseri in the British Leeward 
froup, 40 persons were killed and 
tinany injured. 

Toriola, the largest of the British 
Virgin Islands, is said to have been 
devastated. Twenty-eight persons 
were killed and 100 injured, and 
most of the houses were destroyed. 


At Other Points 

On the Island of Nevis, in the Bri- 
tish Leeward Islands, four persons 
were killed and 300 houses destroy- 
ed. Ai St. Jane, eight persons met 
death. 

Hundreds of persons on the vari- 
ous islands are homeless and are be- 
ing sheltered in churches and the po- 
lice stations. The cotton, limes and 
other crops are declared to have 
been destroyed or damaged. 

The government here 15s sending 
building materials, food, medical 
supplies and doctors to the stricken 
islands. Many injured persons have 
been brought here for treatment. 

Aid Is Sent 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1. — The 
American Red Cross has sent an ad- 
ditional $4,000 to alleviate suffering 
in the Virgin Islands resulting from 
the burricane that. ewept~ them 
Thursday night, cansing numerous 
Casualties and considerablé damage.

Mr. Boardman has made an appeal 
for clothing for “500 men, 500 boys 
and 600 girls, and 290 hospital 
gowns.” The total property damage 
he placed at $75,000.
